Whatever success may come out of the first 
civil rights bill in 90 years will be determined 
by the commission which will start the study 
of the vexing problem of giving colored citizens 
their constitutional rights at the polls.

Nations. 
No doubt 
they’ll con­ 
tinue for years. 
Neither side wants to be blamed 
for refusing to talk disarmament. 
Each will try to get the maximum 
propaganda benefit from whatev­ 
er it proposed and the other would 
not agree to. 
Each side in the recent talks 
laid down conditions which the 
other would not meet, although 
these conversations were aimed 
at only limited disarmament as a 
starting point. 
During all these years of talk­ 
ing both sides- have been in a 
breakneck race to develop weap­ 
ons capable not only of defending 
themselves 
but 
of 
annihilating 
each other, if necessary. 
The talks probably will continue 
until both sides feel they have 
reached a peak in their military- 
I scientific development and have 
built up an arsenal which needs 
no more additions. 
Then, if they do agree, it may 
be only on making no more weap­ 
ons. It’s unlikely, in their present 
state of mutual suspicion, that 
they will agree to destroy or give 
up weapons they’ve already ac­ 
quired at gigantic cost. 
In short, disarmament looks a 
long way off. 
Both sides, for example, have 
raced to develop the interconti­ 
nental ballistic missile, which can 
travel unmanned 5,000 miles or 
more. 
It could for instance travel from 
Moscow to New York, or vice ver­ 
sa, in about 30 minutes and, with 
its hydrogen warhead, wipe out a 
city. The Russians claim to have 
the lead. 
• 
They recently announced sue-, 
cessful testing of such a weapon. 
That’s 
more 
than 
the 
United 
States has been able to claim al­ 
though it soon may be able to do 
so. 
It is hard to think of this coun­ 


try or Russia giving up on the 
ICBM until it has fully developed 
this weapon, put it in full produc­ 
tion, and then stored it in com­ 
fortable quantities. 
The reason is plain enough: The 
country which had this weapon ex­ 
clusively could terrorize the oth­ 
er. The same goes for smaller 
weapons which have shorter range 
or could be used in small wars. 
In the end maximum armament 
by both sides — giving each the 
power to destroy the other—may 
be as good as disarmament in dis­ 
couraging either from beginning 
a war in which both would lose. 
That’s a grim thought, and per­ 
haps it makes for a lot more un­ 
easy living than if both sides had 
disarmed a bit. Perhaps not. 
The United States and Russia 
are at war now anyway—although 
not in a shooting war. In the end 
it could be just as deadly. Both 
are struggling to win the alle­ 
giance of the rest of the world. 
So long as that continues, it is 
difficult 
to 
conceive 
of 
either 
yielding an ounce of its strength 
which might be needed if the hot 
war came.

Remember the games of early 
childhood? 
There were games of contest 
and skill ‘‘Hide and Seek.’’ ‘ Run, 
Sheepie, Run,” “ Button, Button. 
Who's Got the Button?” — games 
played in accordance with a defi­ 
nite set of rules. 
Then there were games that re­ 
lied almost entirely on the imagi­ 
nation of the moment. Youngsters 
made believe they were cowboys 
and Indians, played house or kept 
store, or divided into rival army 
camps and fought an imaginary 
war 
There was little skill involved in 
these make - believe pastimes, and 
the rules were changed from one 
moment to the next, depending on 
the scope of the participant s fan­ 
ciful thinking 
BOTH TYPES 
of games—those 
based on competition and rules as 
well as the imaginary ones—made 
a definite contribution to growth 
and development from child to 
adult. 
In the first, a youngster learned 
the importance of playing accord­ 
ing to the rules: he learned to pit 
his skill and ability against oth­ 


ers: he experienced the beginning 
of the reality of life, the hard fact 
of win or lose 
In the second, the imagination 
was given full play, and the world 
of make-believe planted seeds that 
often became more than a day­ 
dream Out of many such child­ 
hood wanderings came 
the 
de­ 
sires and ambitions of successful 
businessmen, writers, 
scientists 
and soldiers. 
But somewhere along the line 
the imaginary game of childhood 
had to give way to the realism of 
life before it could succeed as an 
adult interest. 
There came a time when it was 
no longer enough to play at some­ 
thing or play like somebody. The 
world 
of make-believe, 
without 
rules and contest, was not 
the 
same as the world of grownup 
reality. A fertile imagination no 
longer could gloss over mistakes 
or sidestep the stringent require­ 
ments of being an adult. It was 
time to play for keeps. 
BIT HOW MANY of us have 
managed to go all the way in the 
transition from child to man’ 
In the so-called practical aspects 


'of life — yes In the hard-headed 
business of earning a living, in 
the competition for advancement 
in position or standing, in the 
acquisition of material resources— 
yes. 
But bow mature is our religious 
life’ How far have we come, most 
of us. from a childish wandering 
into the realm of the spiritual’ 
Has our understanding of God 
grown and developed along with 
our minds and bodies so that to- 
dav it is capable of embracing ars 
adult-like life’ Is God real to us. 
is He a grown-up God, or do man} 
of us just play like He is’ 
J 
The simple acceptance of God as 
a child accepts Him is a most 
proper starting place But w e must 
go on from there if we would «be 
grown-up in a religious sense, and 
play the game for keeps.

Production Gains 


4th Straight Week 


CLEVELAND UP — Production 
and demand are both up slightly 
in the steel industry, the maga­ 
zine Steel reported today. 
Steel ingot production has crept 
a little higher for four consecutive 
weeks, gaining half a point last 
week to 83 per cent of rated cap­ 
acity. That compares with the low 
point of the year at 784 per cent 
the first week of July. 
Gains in demand were led by 
cold - rolled 
carbon 
sheets, 
due 
mainly to auto producers' buying 
for 1958 models. 
Stronger buying also was report­ 
ed for hot-rolled carbon sheets, 
cold-finished 
carbon 
bars, 
and 
high carbon spring wire for autos. 
But Steel said that most producers 
still can make September deliver­ 
ies on these items despite the 
stronger pressure of orders. 
Steel said the auto industry has 
not been alone in seeking steel. 
It reported the farm implement 
industry is operating at 15 to 20 
per cent above the rate of a year 
ago, with the prospect that the 
higher rate would continue. 
Tile magazine also reported that 
next year’s production of house­ 
hold equipment is expected to be 
up about IO per cent.

Windows are another potential 
danger in the h o m e , especially 
when they do not lock properly 
or when the screens offer little 
protection to curious small f r y . 
It takes only a few minutes to 
anchor screens firmly with prop­ 
er hardware so that they will act 
as barriers. 


RUSTIC FENCES are lovely to

Do . . . get an excellent hard- 
rubbed finish on new wood »or 
wood from which the old finish 
has been removed* with a mix­ 
ture of two parts of boiled lin­ 
seed oil to one part of turpen­ 
tine. 
Do . . . apply the mixture with 
either a cloth or a clean paint 
brush, being certain that all parts 
of the wood are covered. 
Do . . . wait a few minutes, then 
go over the wood with a dry cloth 
to remove all traces of excess oil. 
Do . . . after about half an hour, 
take another dry cloth and start 
rubbing, remembering that with 
this type of finish, it is impossible 
to rub too long or too hard. 
• • • 
Don’t . . . neglect to rub down 
the finish about once a week (or 
several weeks, the purpose being 
to get the type of satin finish that 
wood ordinarily gets only aftei sev-1 
eraI years of care.

PORTLAND. Ore. — You may 
be able to build a family room 
without enlarging your p re s e n t 
home. And you won’t have to go 
to the basement, although some 
mighty fine recreation rooms have 
been made from waste basement 
space. 
Newest idea for recreation room 
space is to take over the garage. 
A double car garage makes an 
ideal size family play room. It 
also has most of the basic ingred­ 
ients: sound roof, studded walls, 
floor. 
If you move the car outdoors, 
all that’s needed in most climates 
is a carport or roof. And this can 
be added to the existing garage 
To convert a garage into a warm 
and hospitable family gathering 
place is not an overly expensive 
undertaking To make it friendly, 
you probably will want to panel 
the walls in some low cost wood. 
To keep heat in, better put an 
insulating board or heavy paper 
against the studs before the pan­ 
els are put in place. You may have 
to put some 2x4’s in between the 
studs horizontally so you have a 
solid nailing surface for the panel 
boards. You also want to use a 
wood decking for the ceiling to 
carry out thhe rusticity and hos­ 
pitality idea. Any of several ceil­ 
ing patterns will work just right. 
I 
If your concrete floor is cold un­ 
derfoot, you may -wish to install 
a wood floor directly over the ccn- 
| crete. 
Some people have built a fire- 
J place into one wall which really 
makes this rebuilt garage a thing 
of charm and beauty. Whether you 
have a fireplace wall or not, you 
most certainly will want to build 
in some shelving or even a buffet 
for storage and servjpp to guests. 
If the fireplace doesn’t provide 
enough heat, you can install sev­ 
eral different kinds of perimeter 
, heating. Or if the garage is close 
enough to the house, you might 
even extend a heat line from the 
- f 
main furnace. 
To carry out the idea of relaxing 
charm, if you use wood paneling, 
you will probably want to finish 
the wood so that its lovely natur­ 
al coloring, grain and texture is 
retained as a decorative motif for 
the room 
In that event, you need only ap­ 
ply a coat of sealer. After it has 
dried thoroughly, you can put on 
coasts of lacquer, varnish or plas­ 
tic.
